NAPLES, Italy, Sept. 20.—Frightful mis- 
ery and immense damage will be caused 
if the eruption of Mount Vesuvius con- 
tinues on the alarming scale it has reached 
in the last few days. 

Nine new craters 
around the central 


were counted to-day 
crater, but even this 
extra vent does nothing toward checking | 
the flow of lava, although there is a 
marked cessation in the more violent 
belchings of fire and smoke. ) 

The meteorological observatory on the 
part of the volcano known as Mount Con- 
taroni is seriously threatened by the sub- 
siding of the ground on which it ts built. 
One great lava stream now coming down 
certainly will overwhelm it unless it is 
diverted from its present course. 

This observatory, situated 2200 feet above 
the sea level on the shoulder of a hil! 


which divides the lava streams descending |; 
from the crater into. great branches, was | 
established many years ago, for the pur- 
pose of putting a scientific watch upon 
the voleano and of giving warni!ng to 
the surrounding country of impending dan- 
@erous eruptions. Many lives have been 
saved by notice from it on the inhabitants 
in time to flee. 

It was here that tn the fearful outbreak 
of April 1872 Director Palmeri_ bravely 
“faced almost certain death to take note of 
the awful prenomena when flery streams 
threatened to engulf his station. 

The Java torrent near the crater, which 
has a width of half a mile, is* dividing nto 
three principal streams, each 70,to 80 vards 
wide, These, as they pour. .dowm the moun- 
tain side, again subdivide into numerous 
smaller’ streams. 

They advance at the rate of 40 yards an 
hour, submerging everything in their path, 
searing the vegetation in the vicinity as 
though fire had passed over it. 

An enormous quantity of lava keeps 
pouring out of the crater. It has filled 
Vetrana Valley, a deep ravine, and ashes 
lie several inches thick for a long dis- 
tance down the sides of the mountain and 
on the adjacent villages. 

The inhabitants of those villages 
eeriously alarmed yesterday, but have been 
gomewhat reasured by the partial cessation 
of the eruptions to-day. 

The slope of the mountain is one of the 
most thickly populated districts in the 
world. The fertility of soll is celebrated, 
and in the best parts four crops a year 
are garnered. But one great aid to this fer- 
tility, the numerous wells, are beginning to 
dry up and the farmers are in despair. 

Travelers from all parts of Europe are 
focking here to see Vesuvius in eruption. 

The spectacle at night is one of inde- 
gcribable grandeur. The faint, palpitating 
giow that normally marks the great crater 
is now exchanged for a vivid tongue of 
light, colured at times almost like a rain- 
bow. illuminating the heavens and reflect- 
ed with exquisite effect In the waters of the 
bay. 

These manifestations are accompanied by 
deep rumblings and thunderous subterra- 
nean explosions, followed by great outpour- 
ings of lava and ashes. 

The fresh lava stream moving down the 
mountain side, steadily encroaching more 
and more on the cultivated regions, have 
already caused extensive loss.

Cortention Over the Christening of the 
Battleship Illinois. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 20.—Unsuccessful in 
their efforts to induce Gov. Tanner to sub-

the positive assistance sought from Pres- 
ident McKinley and Seeretary of the Navy

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INFLUENCE OF THE WORKHOUSE. 


Instead of being the worst provided for institution of the 
city the Workhouse ought to be one of the best, if it is to do 
anything toward decreasing the number of chronic wrong 
doers, as should be reasonably expected of it. 

The class of people usually sent to the Workhouse are the 
most ienorant, most unfortunate and most depraved of the 
criminal or semi-criminal population. Many of them are 
vietims of poverty and environment. All need, in the most 
urgent way, the influence of orderly daily life and decent 
eurroundings. They need to be taught and helped, as well as 
disciplined. 

Prisons and penitentiartes are now being modeled upon the 
theory that reformation is a better safeguard to the commun- 
ity than revenge. But as long as such institutlons as the St. 
Louis Workhouse are utterly neglected, they will furnish 
prolific breeding places for crime, and undo the good work of 
the prison reformer. 

The Workhouse is one of the moral pest holes of St. Louis 
and will remain so as long as the city machine devotes more 
time to creatine new offices than to managing the city upon 
correct business principles.

By the circumstances of her birth Miss Winnie. Davis was 
placed in a conspicuous place before the world, but held it 
by foree of her own character. 

The people of the South loved her because she was the 
“daughter of the Confederacy,” because all the romance of 
the lost cause was centered in her, the child who was born 
when the Confederacy died. But the people of the entire 
country, North and South, without regard to political bias, 
loved her because she was a type of American womanhood, 
because in her shone the-graces and virtues which are dear- 
est to Americans, because she represented to her countrymen 
and countrywomen the characteristics which go to the mak- 
ing of nationai excellence. 

Miss Davis was a woman of keen insight and perfect taste. 
Her literary work showed considerable and growing power. 
Had life been prolonged she would doubtless have taken high 
rank among American literary artists. The ‘simplicity and 
Sincerity of her character were seen in the few books she 
wrote, Her life was not long but it was rich because she 
filled: every moment with real work. 
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All workhouses are relics of barbarism, but the St. Louis 
Workhouse, with its quarry work and its inmates crowded 
into cave-like cells, belongs to the stone age.

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ABOLISH THE WAR TAXES. 


The war taxes should follow the war into history. To re- 
tain them is unnecessary and impolitic. 

These taxes are in most cases vexatious and unpopular. 
They were submitted to by the business world for patriotic 
reasons, just as they would have been had they been a thou- 
sand times more vexatious and burdensome. But there 
now no necessity for the revenue and they should be abol- 
ished. 

Moreover, the surplus in the Treasury is assuming danger- 
ous proportions. It is a menace to business and a discourage- 
ment to enterprise. The money is needed in trade. No better 
way to reduce it can be found than to stop the accumulation 
of needless revenue. Strike out the war taxes and the ex- 
penditures of the Government will soon diminish the hoard 
in the Treasury vaults, 

The war taxes are obnoxious, burdensome, unnecessary and 
unsafe.

TURF CONGRESS MEETS THEN. 


Messrs. Maffitt, Aull and Murphy 
Leave for Cincinnati To-Night 
and Will Oppose the Nuisance. 


President C. C. Maffitt of the Turf Con- 


gress, President Robert Aull of the St. 
Louis Fair Association and Presiding 
Judge, Joseph A. Murphy leave on the big 

Four to-night for Cincinnati. 

They go to attend the meeting of the 
Turf Congress, to be held at Cincinnati 
to-morrow. 

Some time ago a rule was passed by the 
Turf Congress abolishing the foreign book 


from all race courses under its jurisdic- 
tion, 

It is said, and perhaps gustly, that this 
rule was passed by eneinie: of certain 
tracks for the purpose of driving them out 
of the business, knowing that they could 
not exist without the foreign book. 

Whatever the motives may have been in 
passing such a law, it was the proper ac- 
tion for a body such as the American Turf 
Congress should be. Such an organization 
should not countenance the foreign DOUK. 

The foreign book on the r: ace course has 
been likened to the “vampire.’ It absorbs 
the legitimate earnings of horsemen, makes 
paupers of them all, and it robs the actu- 
al racing on the course on which it is con- 
ducted of al] interest. It makes the ac- 
tual racing on the track, in fact, look like 
a makeshift and turns the whole race 
course, into a common gaming house. 

Messrs. Maffitt, Aull and Murphy would 
not declare themselves to-day, but it is 
known that all three are bitterly opposed 
to the foreign book and will do all in their 
power to prevent its reinstatement, 

The Cincinnati Enquirer, talking about 

meeting to be held to-morrow, says: 

determined effort will be made at 
Wednesday's meeting to restore the foreign 
book or rather to remove the clause pro- 
hibiting it, and to rescind that part of the 
rule which has to do with the grading of 
purses upon the basis of population. There 
division of opinion as to the wisdom 
of restoring the foreign book, and a reg- 
ular “‘monkey and parrot’ time may be 
looked for when the proposition comes up 
for action at Wednesday’s meeting of the 
Congress.

QUICK SERVICE PROVIDED. 


Substitute Carriers Relieved From an 
Onerous, Unprofitable and Un- 
satisfactory Duty. 


Postmaster F. W. Baumhoff will inaugu- 
rate this month and have in ful] operation 
by Oct. 1 a new special delivery service in 
St. Louis. 

There is no other branch of the postal 
service which has given so little satisfac- 
tion as the special delivery department. The 
work has always been done by substitute 
carriers and they have been compelled to 
take a regular term. Aftentimes they would 
be able to put in a few days in the regular 
delivery service, but for their turn at the 
special work. In addition to this there is 
no money in the special work. The carrier 
gets 8 cents for the delivery and if the 
letter goes any considerable distance he 
must ride and pay 10 cents for car fare 
losing 2 cents on the trip. 

For this reason the letters have been per- 
mitted to accumulate in the office until 
enough were there to pay a carrier to take 
them out. Their destinations are scattered 
all through the city and though getting 
around as hurriediy as he can, the carrier 
does not deliver many letters until from 


one to five hours after he left the office. 
When there is added to this the hour or two 
required for the letters to accumulate at 
the office it may readily be seen that the 
service fully as unsatisfactory to the pub- 
lic as it is odious to the carriers, 

The remedy which Mr. Baumhoff will ap- 
ply to this unsatisfactory state of affairs is 
the employment of 10 lively little messenger 
boys, who can skip around in the cars at 
half fare, deliver letters as fast as they 
arrive, and make quite a good day’s wages. 
The boys wiil be employed at once. They 
will be uniformed and letters bearing,a 
special delivery stamp will be delivered just 
as promptly as telegrams. 

The voluine of the special] delivery busi- 
ness at the St. Louis Postoffice is such as 
to merit this improvement in the service. 
In April of this year there wefe received 
5019 letters, in May 5060, and in June 4822, 
making a total of 14,901 specially stamped 
leters in the three months and a daily 
average of 163 for the quarter. 

Special letters will hereafter be taken 
from the office between the hours of 7 a. m. 
and 11 p. m. The substitute carriers will 
have nothing more to do with this branch 
of the service, and they will be glad enough 
of it, for the special delivery work has 
necessitated the employment of many 
substitute letter carriers that some of them 
have been in the service as long as four 
anda half years without graduating into a 
regular route.

‘just been received here of the death at La 
Porte, Tex., of Mrs. L. H. Seeley, formerly 
of this county, and one of the most noted 
of all Kansas characters. 

In appearance Mrs. Seeley was tall, raw 
boned, with a harsh voice, and masculine 
features. She appeared in many respects 
more like a man thane woman. During the 
Civil War her peculiar appearance stood 
her in good place as she dressed as a man 
and so good was her impression that her 
sex Was not discovered. 

Mrs. Seeley dressed in*her rightful habili- 
ments, served as nurse to the Union s0l- 
diers during the war, and at times donned 
men's clothing and followed the exciting 
but dangerous pursuits of a Union spy. 
For the services she gave the Government 
she received a pension which she drew up 
to the time of her death. 

After the war Mrs. Seeley wrote a book 
relating her experiences during the strug- 
gle. It was published under the title, “A 
Nurse and a Spy in the Union Army.” An 


experience of which she wrote in this book 
was one in which she had a nerrow escape 
from death. At the time of the accident 
she was dressed in men's clothes and was 
riding a horse in company with a number 
of soldiers. The party met a company of 
Confederates and a bloody fight followed. 
Several of her companions were killed, and 
the horse she was riding was shot from un- 
der her. The animal threw her to the 
ground in such a manner as to slightly 
stun her, and this probably saved her life.

PARIS, Sept. 9.—The Due d’Orleans has 
issued a manifesto denouncing the Drey- 
fusites. The manifesto begins thus: 

“At last the promoters of the odious plot 
against the honor and security of the 
fatherland have thrown off their mask. 
Intimidated by them, the Ministers have 
lowered themselves so far as to become 
their accomplices.” 

The Duc d’Orleans accuses the Ministry 
of seeking a revision of the Dreyfus pro; 
ceedings while convinced that Dreyfus was 
guilty, under pretext of calming the pub- 
lic, for their own profit. He declares that 
the prospect makes his heart quiver, and 


he concludes his manifesto in these words: 
“Frenchmen, we are masters in our own 
country. Your servants, subject to oceul® 
and pernicious power, presume to impose 
upon you the will to which they submit 
under pretext of proving the innocence of 
a man whom the military tribunais have 
condemned as a traitor. It is the army 
they are trying to destroy, and France 
they are striving to ruin. 

“Frenchmen, we will not allow i!t.”’ 

The manifesto has fallen rather flat. 
The Dreyfus affair presents no new feat- 
ures. It is stated that Gen. Chanoine, the 
new Minister of War, has decided to ap- 
point an entirely new staff, and to reor- 
ganize the secret intelligence department. 
M. Pressence, a leader in the Dreyfus agi- 
tation, Has been summoned to appear be- 
fore a Council of the Legion of Honor on 
the ground that he has presided at meet- 
ings at which orators have denounced the 
army. 


LONDON, Sept. 20.—Public curiosity in 
England and France, which was greatl 
iqued by the promised revelations of Mal. 
Csterhazy in the Dreyfus case, ig stil] un- 
satisfied. The Paris papers announces that 
Esterhazy has returned to Paris, and has 
declared that he does not intend to make @ 
statement. He appears to now be vaciliat- 
ing between committing suicide and mak- 
ing a clean breast of his {nfamies. He has 
already made a full verbal confeesion to 
three responsible persons, but. persistently 
delays putting it into writing, and refu es 
to permit ita publication at present. The 
principal reason for this seems to be that 
his confession will not have syfficient polit- 
ical effect unless it is held unth the Cham- 
ber of Deputies meets.

“ALGER LACKS IN BRAINS.” 


That Is the Opinion of the President 
of Stanford University. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 20.—‘‘More men 
have died in San Francisco, in what ought 
to have been the finest climate tn the world, 
than were killed during the entire war. 
I do not believe the man at the head of the 
War Departiment is responsible for these 
things, because he doesn¥ Know enough. 
It takes brains even to make blunders.”’ 

So spoke President Jordan of Stanford 
University jin his lecture at Cambrian Hall. 


His address was on the subject ‘Lest We 
Forget,’’ taken from Kipling’s ‘‘Recession- 
al,”’ and was.to point out. some of the les- 
sons of the late war and certein dangers 
toward which the nation Is drifting. He 
spoke for an hour and a half, part of his 
address being as follows: 

“There have been- three great crises 
the history of the-United States. 
was after the separation of the colonies 
from England, the second was over the 
question of slavery, and the third crisis is 
now. We have finished a war and are now 
confronted with the problem of dealing with 
those whom we have conquered, Some re- 
sults of the war have been good, some bad 
It has caused to glow the fires of patriotism 
and has awakened a desire for good govern- 
ment, It has healed all that remained of 
the strife between the North and the South 

“There are some who have said that we 
needed new heroes; that we were almost 
loving sight of Washington and the other 
herces whom we have cherished, and need- 
ed new ones, The war gave us Dewey 
Hobson, Sampson and Schley. Our navy 
has shown itself to compare favorably with 
my navy in the world. It has not gone so 
well with the army, and for just one rea- 
eon. A man cannot run a ship unless he 
knows his business. while men have been 
placed in command of our armies who knew 
absolutely nothing about it. And the war 
has taught us the lesson that the men who 
are placed in responsible places, to com- 
man troops or direct affairs, must be 
trained to their business.

“About 12,000 regulars tn Cuba, 1000 In 


32,000,000, and allowing po, 


Honolulu, 3000 in the Philippines and 4000 in 
to Rico.’ 

Miles said he expected that Cuba 
would be garrisoned with about 53,000 men; 
the Philippines with about 25,000; Porto 
Rico about 14,000; Honolulu about 4000. All 
the regulars which were at Montauk, with
